Washington, June 
27.— The Cana­ 
dian reciprocity bill emerged from its 
first ordeal in the senate unscathed. 
The Root amendment, proposing a 
modification of the wood pulp and 
print paper section of the agreement, 
was defeated after seven hours of de­ 
bate by an overwhelming vote. 
The 
friends of the amendment were so 
satisfied of its defeat that a roll call 
on the vote was not demanded. 
This leaves the reciprocity meas­ 
ure open to the general fight that is 
to follow for amendment of important 
provisions of the Pay ne tariff law. 
Senator La Follette announced In a 
speech opposing the Root amendment 
that he would give to the senate a 
chance 
to 
pass 
on 
general 
tariff 
amendments for free paper, free lum­ 
ber and lumber products and for re­ 
ductions in many other schedules. 
Senator Clapp also announce I his 
intention of offering 
a free paper 
amendment later and other senators 
gave evidence of their 
purpose to 
force, from now on, consideration of 
tariff revision on the widest plane. 
There was a general tightening of 
the lines in favor of flu 
reciprocity 
bill. 
Friends of the measure on the 
Democratic side continued the can­ 
vass of the situation and when the 
senate adjourned declared that no fu­ 
ture amendment would receive more 
than five Democratic votes. The Dem­ 
ocratic senators, classed against the 
bill and favorable to amendments are 
Bailey, Simmons, Clark of Arkansas, 
Thornton and 
Foster and some of 
these are ranked as doubtful. 


Free List and Wool Bills. 


There also was a current report that 
there might be an effort to recommit 
the free lint and wool bills to the 
finance committee, but the talk in that 
direction was desultory and took no 
formidable shape. A few senators ad­ 
vocated the course as best calculated 
to advance the tariff measures as 
riders on the reciprocity hill, but most 
of them expressed gratification over 
the reporting of the bills and declarer! 
that under no circumstances would 
they agree to send them back.

Chairman Penrose of the finance com­ 
mittee and submitted to a number of 
senators on both sides of the chamber. 
This agreement proposed that a vote 
should be taken by unanimous con­ 
sent on the Canadian reciprocity bill 
Ju ly 24 and that the farmers’ free lict 
be submitted to a vote the day follow­ 
ing—the wool bill that came over from 
the house should be voted on the day 
following the vote on the farmers’ free 
list.

A Washington Dispatch under date 
of June 25th says th a t Col. Free­ 
man Thorp, of Hubert, Crow Wing 
County, Minnesota, portrait painter 
and farmer, is here with a popositiou 
which he claims will revolutionize 
forestry service if it is adopted. 
“ I can prove my 
assertions 
by 
practical demonstrations and by w hat 
I have already accomplished.” said 
Mr. Thorp tonight. 
“ Chief Forester 
Graves lins consented to visit my tree 
farm located in two counties in nor­ 
thern 
Minnesota. 
Gifford 
Pinchot 
has already been there. 
Thorp displays several samples of 
Minnesota 
“ wonder-wood.” 
By 
counting rings in crees ections the 
age of a tree is determined and Mr. 
Thorp says he has beat nature by 
33 years. 
In other words trees he 
planted in embankments IT years 
ago are as large as 50-year-old n a t­ 
ural trees. 


Embankments are his secret. 
He 
claims that they keep surface water 
from running off into the streams. 
The surface water seeps into the 
ground right 
whee it 
falls, being 
sucked in by roots of trees and nour­ 
ishes the trunk and limbs with the 
reult claimed. 


In 17 years pine and oak under the 
embankment system will be worth as 
much as they ordinarily are in a gen­ 
eration. 
The aggregate results of 
this sort of farming are enormous, 
according to Mr. Thorp.

T his subject, perhaps, calls forth 
m ore difference of opinion than any 
oth er phase of the corn-growing indus­ 
try. 
G enerally speaking, w here corn 
is to be grow n for a given purpose, 
the system of planting th a t would be 
b etter for one farm er would also be 
b etter for another, regardless of their 
respective 
opinions. 
T herefore, 
it 
would seem practical for corn-grow ers 
to m ake a careful study of this ques­ 
tion. 
The end to be sought is economical 
production, on the one hand, and on 
the oth er leaving the farm in as good 
condition as possible for succeeding 
crops. 
Difference of Opinion. 


W hile ail seem to agree that, in 
general practice, m ore w eeds will go 
to seed 
in drilled 
than 
in checked 
corn, ‘‘the p artin g of the w ay” com es 
w here som e think th a t the yield of 
drilled corn is enough g re a te r to more 
than m ake up for th e d am ag e done by 
the e x tra w eeds; 
while o th ers feel 
that the e x tra weeds in th e corn, am 
th e seed* from them , to 
infest 
the 
land for y e a rs to come, do m ore harm 
than is com p ensated for by any a d ­ 
van tage in drilling. 


Effects on Weeds. 


As the corn-crop has been our prim i 
cipal crop since we began farm ing, 
we early felt th e need of investigating 
! this m atter. 
W e soon discovered som e features 
in drilled corn th at we did not like. In 
; drilled corn, th e cultivator ran in the 
I sam e track, each cultivator leaving 
a row of w eeds in tile corn row which 
checked the grow th of the corn, and 
bothered in doing the farm w-ork later 
This kept the field filled with weed 
sied s, and th e land would be ridged 
too m uch by the cultivators in trying 
to keeps th e w eeds covered. 
T hen we 
tried to com pare yields, to determ ine 
the claim m ade for ex tra yield in 
drilled corn; but th e dildo re nee in the 
soil, or in tile num ber of stalk s per 
acre, seem ed to blind results. 


Yields Compared. 


W e then hunted up all th e record? 
we could from E xp erim ent S tations: 
with th e re su lt th a t in som e cases the 
yield was show n to be a little grea ter 
from drilled fern and in other cases 
about the sam e; and som e gave a b et­ 
ter yield’ from checked corn th an from 
drilled, the yield averaging very slight­ 
ly 
in 
favor 
of 
drilling. 
However, 
checked corn can be kep t clean with 
the cultivators, and we feel th a t the 
ex tra expense of hoeing the drilled 
corn costs as m uch m ore than the in­ 
crease of yield in the drilled corn Is 
worth. 
In case th e drilled corn is not kept 
so clean as checked corn (amt is it | 
usually, or will it be?) it will yield no 
more, and the e x tra w eeds and seeds 
will 
m ake 
a 
balance 
in 
favor 
of 
checked corn. 


D rilling for Fodder. 


W here fodder is wanted, w ithout re­ 
gard to corn, of course, drilling is the 
system ; lait we think clover is better 
th an corn tor foddt r. 
F o r silage, corn 
drilling m ay be all right, as the weeds 
are cut and hauled off before going to 
seed. 
Still, as corn can be checked as 
thickly as live kernels per hill with 
out matilda!!*’ decreasing the yield of 
shelled corn, as is show n by Ex peri 
nient Station records, one might not 
be going far wrong to check silage 
corn, planting five kernels to the hill. 
Some farm ers feel th at ‘ it is all right 
to drill cora one y ear on a clean 
field.” 
T h is is practically adm itting 
that weed-seeds accu m u late m ore in 
drilled 
th an 
in 
checked 
corn. 
If 
seem s too bad for a farm er to take 
pains, for a term of years, to keep 
weeds in check, and then plant his 
corn in a way th a t is th e very worst 
for infesting his farm 
with 
weeds. 
F rom our experience and observation, 
unless corn can be hoed a couple of 
tim es very cheaply, we feel that check­ 
ing is the most satisfactory method 
of planting corn under average condi­ 
tions.

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F arm ers ought to un derstan d the 
two m ethods of protecting susceptible 
hogs, by vaccination, against cholera. 
E xperim ental w ork has been under 
! way at th e M innesota E xperim ent S ta­ 
tion since Novem ber, 1907. Such work 
bas been un der way still longer In the 
Federal Bureau of Animal Industry, 
very greatly to th e credit of D octors 
D orset 
and 
Niles, 
who 
have 
had 
| charge of the governm ent work. 
We can say to farm ers th a t this 
' hog-cholera 
vaccine 
work h as 
pro- 
j greased to a point w here we have an 
I established 
m ethod 
of producing 
a 
serum capable of giving am ple pro- 
' tection. 
W e eau vaccinate hogs and 
1 m ake 
th em 
absolutely 
im m une 
to 
j cholera, 
when the serum is intelli­ 
gently and fairly used according to di­ 
rections. 
The tw o m ethods of vaccination we 
know as “serum-only" and “sim ultan­ 
eous.” 
Serum-only 
vaccination 
con- 
; sists of injection, under the skin, of 
blood seru m taken from a hyper-im ­ 
m une hog, as explained in Hog-Chol- 
e ra A rticle No. 6. 
Such tre a tm e n t 
gives im m ediate but very tem po rary 
im m unity. 
Hut if the treated hog is 
soon after vaccination exposed to pen 
infection with sick hogs, or given an 
inoculation with virulent blood from a 
hog 
sick 
with cholera, it 
then 
be­ 
comes im m une for a long period, p e r­ 
haps for life. 
T he second m ethod, which I called 
sim ultaneous vaccination, consists of 
an injection of protecting scrum under 
the skin of one thigh; and, im mediate- i 
ly afterw ard s, an injection of s tru m 
from a sick hog under the skin of the 
o ther thigh. 
By this process we give \ 
the susceptible hog the discase, and 
at the sam e tim e give him som ething 
which enables him to resist tho infec­ 
tion. 
T h e hog is then presum ably in 
about the sam e condition as though he 
had gone through an outbreak of chol­ 
era and recovered. 
Everybody know s 
th a t hogs which have gone through 
o utbreak s are usually im m une for life. 
V accination 
by 
th e 
ssrum -only 
m ethod gives instan tan eou s im m unity 
Protection 
u n d e r 
th e 
sim ultaneous 
process is supposed to come a little 
slower, but lasts very m uch longer 
W e usually consider about two w eeks 
as necessary for the vaccination pro­ 
cess to be com pleted under the sim ul­ 
taneous m ethod. 
Experience is accum ulating which 
show s th a t th e death rate is not larg ­ 
er, when apparently well hogs in re­ 
cently-infected 
herds are given 
th e 
sim ultaneous vaccination, th an when 
such hogs are given serum only. 
T he 
double vaccination has the ad v an ta g e 
of 
p erm a n en t 
protection. 
For 
the 
present, we are generally advising th e 
serum-only m ethod for use in herds 
w here th e disease has very recently 
appeared. 
Our serum should not be 
used at all in any herds w here the 
disease 
has 
not 
very 
recently ap­ 
peared. 
T here is no risk w h atev er from th e I 
serum-only vaccination; but the m ere 
catching 
: nd 
undue 
d istu rban ce of I 
hogs th a t have 
been 
infected 
with 
cholera, and are more or less feverish, 
som etim es 
results 
in 
hurrying 
th e 
case. 
Such hogs may die w ithin ten I 
or tw elve hours; w hen, w ithout such i 
undue 
chasing 
arid 
handling, 
they 
might have lived for several days.
